Hvar, Croatia 

Forget St-Tropez: If you want serious party¬ 
ing in the Med, head for Hvar, the stunning 
Croatian island that’s suddenly rivaling Ibiza 
and Mykonos as Europe's happening, triple- 
S (sun, sea, and sex) destination. Lively 
Hvar, with its Venetian overtones (it was 
ruled by the city from 1420 to 1797), is the 40- 
mile-long island’s main port, its pulse point, 
and the most convenient place to arrive by 
ferry from Split. The rest of the island, plant¬ 
ed with lavender, vineyards, and fig and olive 
trees, is dotted with somnolent stone villages, 

two of the best being Humac, now almbst 
completely abandoned, and Jelsa. To ex¬ 
plore and get lo star beaches such as Dubovi- 
ca and Bojanica Bad, rent a car or motorbike 
at Pelcgrini Tourist Services (385-21 -742- 
250; $20-540 per day). Disregard all existing 
guidebooks or you’ll end up in a dump like 
the Palace Hotel, which is still widely vaunt¬ 
ed as a favorite of Austrian empress Elisa¬ 
beth s (1837-1898) but which suffered a 
scary Socialist remodeling in the sixties that 
snuffed out all the charm. Instead, try the 
plain but quiet, air-conditioned Hotel 
Adriatic, which overlooks the old port and 
has a heated seawater pool (385-21-741-024, 
fax -742-014; doubles, S98-S118j. Or f to get 
away from it all, reserve a bungalow at the 
superb Meneghello Place, on the islet of 
Palmizana, a 20-minute boat ride from 
the Hvar port (385-91-47S-3! 10; www 
.palmizana.hr, doubles, S57-S100). 

Book a day in advance at Hvars two best 
restaurants: the stylish Macondo, where the 
young, English-speaking crew serve superb 
scampi, fish, and local wines (385-21-742- 
850; entrees, $8-535), and Hanibal, which 
overlooks Trg Sveti Stjepana (St. Stephen's 
Square)—after Venice's San Marco, the 
largest open-air plaza on the Adriatic (385- 
21-742-760; entrees, S12-529). Moroccan 
lanterns illuminate the crowd in the olean¬ 
der gardens at Carpe Diem, one of the Con¬ 
tinent’s hippest clubs. On a summer night 
under a full moon, the latest lounge music 
from New York and London sets the 
mood—if you can get past the headset- 
wearing bouncers at the door, that is (385- 
21-717-234).
